PARIS (Reuters)—RAF Wing-Cmdr. Forest Yeo-Thomas, 
62, one of. the bravest and most famous of Britain's Second 
World War secret agents, died in his home here Tuesday, 
it was announced last night. 

Yeo-Thomas lived in Paris before the war and para- 
chuted into France three times, the first to help organize 
the resistance under his code name White Rabbit. 

This name became the title of a 1952 best-selling book 
about his exploits. - 3 

Friends said he died from. tomplications of injuries |——“ 
he suffered at the hands of the Gestapo. After his third 
Secret- jump into France, he was betrayed in Paris early 
in 1944. am 
} For four days hé was—continually beaten, whipped, 
4 kicked and held in ice-cold water-with arms and legs chainéd. 
; For two months he was questioned daily. For four months

Finally, Yeo-Thomas was sent to Buchenwald death 
camp “to be. exterminated.” “ «~ 
A German overseer marked him dead in exchange for 
a promise to testify on the German's behalf after the war. 
Yeo-Thomas took a Frenchman's identity and was sent to 
a Jewish death camp as a corpse-carrying assistant. 
‘He and 20 others tried to escape; he and nine others 
made it. 
Yeo-Thomas won many honors, including the George 
Cross, “Military Cross and Greix de Guerre. He settled 
o.* after the war in the city he loved best but had suffered 
j greatly for 18 months until death came.

What causes a 23-year- 
old welfare worker to re- 
sign in despair? 

When Wallace du Tem- 
ple arrived to see the 
premier recently he 
claimed the cause was an 
overwhelming case load. 

In return, welfare depart- 
ment officials decided that it 
was because du Temple .was 
“young and green." 

And in the: legislature a 
Socred MLA from Delta of- 
fered his considered opinion 


’ that du Temple was “incap- 


able" and “not interested in 
doing a good job.” 

No one seemed interested in. 
the job, but only in du Temple. 
It was known that the area

Rot Eats Deep 


I worked at Cassiar last 
summer, and observed how 
deeply into the communities 
the rot has eaten. 

Cassiar is a model company 
town with 100 neat family 
homes, 16 bunkhouses, a bank, 
a company store, a hospital, a 
post office, and two churches.

Stretching downwind from 
the compariy garbage dump is 
“Squawtown," a scattering of 
small log cabins chinked with 
mud and roofed with tar 
paper. Some are neatly keot 
up, but -the majority are 
shacks with yards filled with 
junked cars and poorly clothed 


. Indian children. 


The Indians here, as else- 
where, are the. greatest suf- 
ferers froin alcoholism, prom- 
iseuity and poverty, Attracted 
by the mohey: in Cassiar, the 
Indians have come up from 
Telegraph Creek on the Stikine 
River to work in the mine and 
in the wood camps. 


The. Ingredients 


These are the ingredients: 
a respectable middle-class 
community; 200 hard-cased 
men with money and time 


. but with few activities and no 
—femaie -compantonstifp; 200 


Indians living for the most 
part a squalid and monoton- 
ous existence. iG 

Mix these ingredients and 
add an eight-month winter 
with 20 feet of snow and a 
sun that never appears 
above the mountains, and 
you have a simmering pot of 
boredom which boils over 
regularly. ; 


Beer at 50 cents a bottle is ~ 


expensive, but the pub is well 
patronized by town-dwellers 
and Indians alike. ; 
Hard liquor is shipped up 
from Dawson Creek when 
privately ordered; or can be 
purchased in the Yukon 80 
miles away. In the Yukon 
one can buy “Opie” — over- 
proof rum of scarring 
strength.. It makes for a 
cheap drunk and is a favorite 
among the Indians; bringing 
it back into B.C. is illegal but 
there's nothing tq stop you. 
Drinking parties go on 
nearly every ‘night in the 
bunkhouses and Squawtown. 
When the liquor is gone, 
there are several bootleggers 
—the price is $10 a bottle. 


Children Suffer . 


The greatest sufferers 
from alcohol are the chil- 
dren. They-_see it and its re- 
sults constantly—-there can 
be no separation in a small 
town—and are prone to ac- 
cept the resulting conditions 
as normal. 

Old Jack, a-likeable, hard- 
working laborer who worked 
with me often, told me he 
Spent $75 on. liquor over the 
Dominion Day weekend. 

“But ah only spen’ hunna 
dollas a yeah, Jim.” he would 
say in that musical speech 
of the northern Indian. “Ah 
got sev'n kids still at home, 
y'know.” : " 

He was a better father than 
most—a good one in fact—but 
on several nights I saw him 
in town looking for a boot- 
legger. He probably spent 
Several hundred on alcohol, 
and the dress of his schildren 
must have suffered accord- 
ingly. 


Alcohol plays a prominent 
Part in promiscuity too, but 
we will come to that later, 

The men in the bunichouses 
would not profit from a so- 
cial worker; they only con- 
tribute to? his case load, 
either, directly or indirectly. 


Restlessness — 


Children coming into con- 
tact with the harttiving min- 
ers (and .it is impossible to 
avoid contact with the min- 
ers and their life in a town 
of that size) come to accept 
their way of life as normal. 
Add to. this the boredom of 
a northern community and 
the result is restlessness 
dangerously directed. 

In June a young boy, 
bright but bitter, was sent 
to reform school after com- 
mitting a minor burglary— 
he had made no attempt to 
cover his tracks. 

This boy, in spite of having
